Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal and Commons in this present Parliament assembled 
and by the authority of the same as follows : —

COLEEAINE ADDITIONAL WATEEWOEKS. 

PEOVISIONAL ORDER. 

AVHEREAS the Town Commissionei-s of the toivn of Coleraine in the 5 
county Londonderry acting under the Towns Impi-ovement (Ireland) Act 
18.54 (herein-aftei- called the sanitary authority) tu'e the urban aanitaiy 
authority of the said town and ai-e about to construct \vater\yovk.s for the 
pui*posc of providing an additional supp]}'^ of water for the said town and 
have pi’c.sented a petition to the Local Government Board for Ireland (herein- 1() 
after called the Local Government Board) under the Public Hep,lth (Ireland) 

Act 1878 praying that they may be empowered to put in force the powers of 
the Lands Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of lauds 
otherwise than by agreement for the purposes of the said works ; 

And whereas the sanitary authority have deposited at the office of the 15- 
Local Government Board in Dublin plans and a book of reference (herein- 
after called the deposited plans and book of i-eference) showing tlVe lands 
and premises required for the purposes aforesaid : 

And whereas all adveriisements and notices required by the Public Health 
(Heland) Act 1878 having been previously published served and given the 20 
Local Goverament Board have caused a local inquiry to he held as to the 
propriety of assenting to the prayer of the said petition and it appears to be 
proper to assent thereto : 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board as follows : — 

1. Prom and after the confirmation of this Order by Parliament the sanitary 25 

authority shall be empowered to put in force the powers of the Lands 
Clauses Acts with respect to the purchase and taking of land other- 
wise than by agreement with reference to the lands water lands 
covered with water rights to take and convey water easements and 
other premises described in the deposited plans and hook of reference 30 
and the word “ laud ” in the said Acts shall for the purposes of this 
Oi'der extend to and include the said lands water lands covered with 
water rights to take and convey water easements and other premises. 

2. The sanitary authority shall not under the powers of this Order 

purchase or acquire ten or more houses which on the fifteenth day of 35 
December last were occupied either wholly or partly by persons belonging 
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Order {No. 6 ). 

to the labouring class as tenants or lodgers or except with the 
consent of the Local Government Boai’cl ten or more houses which were 
not so occupied on the said fifteenth day of December last but have 
been or >nll bo subsequently so occupied For the puipioses of this 
5 Order the expression “ labouring class ” includes mechanics artizaus 

labourers and others working for wages liawkers costermongers 
persons not working for wages but woi’king at some trade or 
handici'aft without employing others except members of tlieir own 
families and persons other than domestic servants whose income does 
JQ not exceed an average ot thirty shillings a week omd the families of 

any of such persons who may be residing with them. 

3. The conipulsor}’’ powers of taking lands and other premises given by 
this Order shall not be exercised after the ex|iiration of three years 
fi'om the confinnation of this Order. 

15 4-. The costs and expenses of and incident to the application for making 

and confimiatio]! of this Order shall be paid by the .sanitary authority 
by menns of the mte leviable by thorn under the sixtieth section of 
the Towns Improvement (Ii-eland) Act 1854. 

5. This Order may be cited for all purposes os the Coleraine Waterworks 
20 Provisional Order 1896.
